at night regarding the Japanese ques­ 
tion on the Pacific coast, the Califor­ 
nia delegation in congress authorized 
the following statem ent: 
“The California 
delegation had a 
very full and harmonious discussion 
with the president, the secretary of 
state and the secretary of the navy on 
the serious question 
relating to the 
Japanese on the 
Pacific coast. 
The 
character of the discussion leads us 
to feel confident that a solution will 
be reached 
satisfactory to 
all con­ 
cerned. 
“The result of the meeting is that 
the delegation has telegraphed to the 
president of the San Francisco board 
of education and the superintendent 
of schools to come to W ashington at 
once for. a conference with the presi­ 
dent and secretary of state.’’ 
The 
treaty 
between the 
United 
States and Japan will expire March 
12. 
President Roosevelt has hereto­ 
fore assured the members from Cali­ 
fornia that 
he would 
endeavor to 
form a new treaty which would meet 
their entire approval and at the same 
time prove satisfactory to the Tokio 
government.

Month of January has Been One 


Of Severe Cold but Others 


Have Exceeded It

SO SAYS ST. PAUL DISPATCH 


Figures for St. Paul will Apply 


Approximately to Conditions 


In Crow Wing 


Tho month cloning today has boon the 
coldest in several years but has not beon 
nearly so cold as several in the history of 
the St. Paul weather bureau according 
tc tho St. Paul Dispatch. 
January 1888 
has tho record in tho matter of average 
low temperature. 
Th at year tho aver­ 
age low temperature was IO degrees be­ 
low zero. 
This year it was I degree 
above. 
Tho past month has seen I J 
days when the mercury wont below zero 
at St. Paul, whilo in 1905 it went below 
tho cipher on sixteen days. 
The lowest 
recorded this month at St. Paul was 20 
below, the lowest here was reported 
around 30 below, tho 
thermometers 
varying several degrees, with probably 
that figure about an average. 
Jan u ary 21, 1888, has tho record aa a 
cold day since tho establishment of tho 
St. 
Paul weather office, tho mercury 
freezing up and the spirit thermometer 
showing l l degrees below. 
The record 
was tho culmination of tho coldest con­ 
tinuous “spell” of weather in tho his­ 
tory of tho weather bureau. 
Tho ther­ 
mometer dropped to 13 degrees below 
tho 8th and continued to drop every day 
up to tho 21st, when it roached ll. 
The assertion that as the days shows 
to lengthen the cold begins ^strengthen 
is given a black eye by tho weather 
bureau whose records show that while 
the first half of February may be very 
cold the average for the month is warm 
cr and often much warmer than in Ja n ­ 
uary. 
Tho average for 3b years being 
four degrees difference. 
Jan u ary 
1898 has the high record, 
only one day. the first, going below zero 
and that only to 2 below. 
During the pnst twenty years St. Paul 
has had nino spoils of weather, two in 
February and seven in January, when 
the mercury went below’ zero for 11 
or 
uioro consecutive days.

St. Paul, Jan. 31.— A bill primarily 
Intended to facilitate the building of 
electric railways in the 
country and 
making general regulations for street 
railways going outside city or village 
limits, was Introduced in the house 
by N. F. Hugo of Duluth. 
The rights 
r f trolley lines to build through coun­ 
t r y districts have hitherto been some­ 
what In doubt. 
The bill provides that any railway 
now or hereafter organized under the 
laws of the 
state is empowered 
to 
construct, operate and maintain a rail­ 
w a y in the territory outside tho corpo­ 
rate limits 
of cities or villages 
and 
over, on and along any road, highway 
or private property, and have power to 
c a r r y passengers and freight for com­ 
pensation, and, with the consent of 
1 the city or village authorities, to es- 
| tabHsh and connect Its lines with a 
I central station in the city or village 
I for the receipts of freight and for pas- 
, singers. 
Before tracks are laid on a public 
{highway outside the corporate limits, 
permission must he obtained from the 
county commissioners 
and right of 
way through private property must be 
obtained with the consent of the own­ 
ers or if this r-nnnot ho secured then 
through condemnation proceedings. 
No track shall be laid on a highway 
already occupied by the tracks of an­ 
other strict railway 
or railroad, ex­ 
cept under the laws now provided for 
Intersections of railroads. 


Would 
Extend 
Probation. 
The extension of the probation sys­ 
tem for juvenile 
delinquents to all 
counties of the state is the aim of a 
bill Introduced in the house by VV. L. 
Case of Cloquet. 
The Dill provides 
for probation officers 
in counties of 
less than 50,000 and with tho excep­ 
tion of the salary provisions is prae-* 
ticnlly the same as the present law 
establishing such systems in counties 
of more than 50,000. 
A state normal school at Bemidji Is 
established by a bill introduced in the 
Opsahl 
of that place. 
The establishment of the school is 
condition 
on the gift of 
a suitable 
tract of not less than five acres by the 
city within twelve months. 
The bill 
does not provide 
any appropriation 
but leaves ibis to the general appro­ 
priation bill. 
The 
house committee on 
express, 
telegraph 
and electric 
railways 
re­ 
ported recommending the adoption of 
the resolution introduced 
by Donald 
Robertson of Argyle calling for a com­ 
mittee to investigate 
express rates. 
The report was adopted and the reso­ 
lution now eo<*s to the senate. 
The resolution 
of S. O. 
Morse of 
Slayton for the payment 
of $250 to 
legislative members for Incidental ex­ 
penses was withdrawn by the author 
with the consent of the house. 
The 
committee had referred 
the resolu­ 
tion to the attorney general, hut the 
author asked that it be recalled and 
n furred to him, which the house con­ 
sented to. 
Senator S. A. Nelson of Lanesboro 
introduced 
a bill raising 
the retail 
liquor license fee to $1,000 all over the 
state. 


To Esta blish Com modity Rates. 
Senator Albert Schaller of Hastings 
wants the legislature to take a hand 
in the matter of the establishment of 
the commodity rates which are tho 
subject of injunction proceedings iii 
tho federal courts, and to til is end he 
introduced a bill in the senate which 
makes the rates attempted to ho es­ 
tablished by 
the railroad 
and ware­ 
house commission on Jan. 25. effective 
bv legislative enactment thirty days 
after 
the 1 assage of the 
bill. 
The 
rates were made effective on Jan. 25 
I by the commission, but the railroads 
secured a federal Injunction restrain 
big th* 
commission from 
enforcing 
the rates on the ground that they are 
confiscatory and take away the prop­ 
erty of the railroads without due pro­ 
cess of law. 
The injunction proceed­ 
ings are pending in 
tile courts, and 
Senator Schaller’s bill alms to make 
the rates effective notwithstanding the 
court proceedings. 
Senator Virgil B. Seward 
of Mar­ 
shall introduced a hill for a constitu­ 
tional amendment providing for wo­ 
man suffrage. 
The 
amendment 
re­ 
lates to that section of the constitu­ 
tion which designates 
the qualifica­ 
tion of electors and simply drops the 
word “male” at the beginning of the 
section so that it roads, “Every person 
(if the age of twenty-one years," etc. 
The amendment Is to ho submitted to 
the voters at the next general election 
in 19H8. 
Senator Bagong of Dalton introduced 
a resolution requesting the Minnesota 
donators and representatives in con­ 
gress to use all honorable means to 
defeat the ship subsidy hill. 
Senator 
Laybourn gave notice of debate and 
the resolution was laid over. 
Decision in the election contest of 
J. Dinegre against J. 1). O'Brien will 
he deferred another week at least and 
may take 
the entire 
session. 
The 
committee on elections reopened the 
whole matter by moving to reconsider 
the report decided upon last week, by 
which O’Brien was seated by one vote.

Va., 
Jan. 31.—T ate 
advices rec iv* J from the scene of 
the disaster at the Stuart company’s 
mines at Stuart, is that the number of 
victims will be about sixty instead of 
seventy-five or eighty, as was first es­ 
timated. 
The 
list of those 
known 
positively to have been in the mine at 
the time of the explosion includes 58 
white miners and lo color* d miners. 
Besides these there were a number of 
foreigners 
whose 
names 
are 
not 
known. 
Three 
bodies 
mutilated 
beyond 
recognition have been recovered from 
the 
mine. 
The 
rescuers are 
now* 
within a few* feet of the bottom, but 
there is not the remotest chance that 
any 
of the men 
will be 
recovered 
alive. 
A man who witnessed the ex­ 
plosion said that a mass of flame shot 
forth from the mouth 
of the shaft, 
which is almost 600 
feet deep, and 
with the debris that came out there 
were hats, caps, dinner buckets and 
other effects 
of the 
miners. 
From 
what has been learned there is not 
the least doubt hut that the mine w*as 
complot cly wrecked. 
At the mouth 
of the shaft wives, 
mothers 
and children 
are standing 
about, some of them not having left 
since Tuesday, when the explosion oc­ 
curred. 
They are urging the rescuers 
forward, 
hoping against 
hope that 
their loved ones may be still alive. 
A majority of the men in the mine 
wlmn the 
explosion occurred 
were 
Americans and married. 
Their wives 
and children are almost insane with 
grief.
